A Gala Event hosted by the Prince 
Albert Municipality on 20 January 
launched the town's year-long celebration 
of its 250 years. The Municipality com- 
memorated 110 years since its inception in 
January 1901 at an evening that was both 
nostalgic and humorous and a reminder of 
both the good and the bad that made 
Prince Albert the town it is today. Speak- 
ers and entertainers honoured events and 
personalities that had made their mark and 
former Mayor, Sarnie Luttig, challenged 
Prince Albert to remain the "Prinsdorp 
van die Karoo" for the next 110 years. 
Looking to the future Mayor, Goliath 
Lottering, appointed Jason Jaftha, one of 
South Africa's top rugby referees, an 
Ambassador for the town. 

Former and current councillors, past may- 
ors, members of the Transitional Council, 
serving members on the four Ward 
Committees, the Mayor of the District 
Council, Edward Njadu and the Mayor of 
Laingsburg, Wilhelm Theron, were among 
the nearly 200 invited guests who filled 
the simply but elegantly-decorated hall at 
the Agricultural Showground. A delicious 
dinner, prepared by Johanna Luttig 
and Madri Rossouw, complemented the 
celebratory mood. 



The Prince Albert Primer choir were in 
strong voice in their rendition of two 
Xhosa songs. They were followed by 
Hoerskool Zwartberg's riel dancers, who 
had feet tapping and plenty of laughs for 
their vibrant and skilful performance. 
Brian Finch paid a poignant tribute to Outa 
Lappies and the Kieliebeentjies showed 
why they have been popular for ten years. 

Lydia Barrella, curator of the Fransie 
Pienaar Museum, related the heritage of 
Prince Albert until 1901 with its origins in 
the history of the San and the Khoi and the 
arrival of the de Beer family in 1762. 
Former Mayor, Samie Luttig, reminisced 
about the characters who had served 
Prince Albert, the history of the Council 
and with it the growth of the town and the 
tough times too. He spoke with emotion of 
his memories of the Rooikamp and the 
forced removals and appealed to the 
Mayor and Council to weigh their deci- 
sions carefully and bear in mind the 
impact they would have for future 
generations. 

Jakoba Visagie and Charles Ewerts, who 
were ANC members of the Transitional 
Council in 1995, recalled the nervousness 
of their first meeting with Mayor Luttig 
and other councillors at the Golf Club. 
They developed a good working relation- 




ship in the interest of serving the town, they 
explained, and praised Mayor Luttig for his 
calm, quiet approach. Jakoba described her 
joy at learning that she was to be paid every 
month for her role - a 'tjekkie' for R230.00! 

"Yes, we can and we will live together" was 
Mayor Goliath Lottering' s message to the 
guests. He paid tribute to those who had 
gone before, making special mention of the 
late Helena Marincowitz and her contribu- 
tion to preserving the heritage of the town. 
He stressed that it was vital to heal the racial 
divisions of the past, solve problems to- 
gether and to close the gap between the "two 
worlds" that are Prince Albert. He made a 
call for the community to be more involved 
in matters of local government and to hold 
their elected representatives to account and 
uphold a high standard of professional 
ethics. Cllr Lottering noted: "While we all 
have different stories, we all want a better 
future for our children and grandchildren for 
the next 110 years. They are going to have 
to write their own destinies." 

The guests were clearly delighted at the 
Mayor's announcement that Jason Jaftha 
would be an Ambassador for Prince Albert. 
Jason, who is one of South Africa's top 
rugby referees, was born in Prince Albert 
and was head boy at Hoerskool Zwartberg. 

"I was honoured to be part of the 
programme. Who would have dreamed of 
this even in 1995?" Jakoba Visagie told the 
Friend. Ward 2 committee member, Di 
Steyn, was glad that her daughter, Michaela, 
accompanied her and heard the history of 
the town from those involved directly. 
"I wish more school children were here," 
she said. "Prince Albert didn't just happen. 
People and circumstances have made this 
town what it is. I was deeply moved this 
evening."

Audi Alteram Partem ? 

I was stunned to see the pro-fracking 
story (November/December 2011), 
lifted intact from the Sunday Times of 
November 26, 2011. 

I fail to see the motivation behind pub- 
lishing it - particularly without the cour- 
tesy of waiting for a balancing response 
from either the Treasure the Karoo Ac- 
tion Group, or any of a multitude of the 
powerful activist groups violently and 
justifiably opposed to hydraulic fractur- 
ing. What was the urgency about getting 
this into print? 

It has no place in a small community 
newspaper in the heart of the region ear- 
marked for fracking and gives a regret- 
tably mistaken impression of Prince Al- 
bert's stance in this highly controversial 
issue. 

There are grave and very valid concerns 
about the environmental impact of frack- 
ing, not only in the Karoo, and South 
Africa, but in the rest of the world where 
fracking has been under way for years 
and already showing its very seriously 
damaging effects: notably increased seis- 
mic activity, degradation of landscape, 
agriculture and lifestyle, tourism, 
groundwater pollution and toxins re- 
leased into the air. 

The spokesperson in the article blandly 
states that it would take close to 4000 
truckloads of water and sand to get a

Starry Splendour over Prince Albert

Although the longest day of Summer, 
22 December 2011, is already well 
behind us (we were closest to the sun on 
5 January) we can still enjoy the summer 
constellation, Orion, high above Prince 
Albert in February. Make an effort to 
look at the Orion Nebula with a pair of 
binoculars (supported somehow so that 
you can keep them still) - it is really 
worthwhile. The Orion Nebula (M42) is 
the fuzzy patch above the three belt stars 
(representing three Zebra in African star 
lore) and it can be regarded as the closest 
and brightest maternity ward of stars. 

The dense gas cloud that you will see is 
illuminated by the bright, young stars it 
has borne. The hydrogen gas itself is only 
made visible to us that way. Can you 
imagine how much gas there must be so 
that one can actually see it? Through a 
telescope the Orion Nebula looks alive 
and photos from the Hubble Space Tele- 
scope show a colourful display of gas 
and stars. 

In February the "evening star" the bril- 
liant Venus at mag. - 4.3 can still be ob- 
served in the West after sunset. 

Towards the northwest, Jupiter is the 
second brightest object (mag. - 2.2) in the 
early evening sky. Further to the east the 
very bright object in the well-known con- 
stellation of the Lion is no other than the 
reddish planet Mars. Mars will be at op- 
position to the Sun on the 3 March which 
means that it will be in "full Mars" posi- 
tion and thus at its brightest (mag. - 1.2) 
for us for some time. It will be only a 
little dimmer than the brightest star Sirius 
(mag.- 1.5) in Canis Major. 

The imaginary line Venus - Jupiter - 
Mars and later at night - Saturn - is called 
the Ecliptic and indicates the plane of 
orbits of the planets around the Sun. All 
the constellations of the Zodiac also lie 
close to the Ecliptic. Orion is a constella- 
tion on the Celestial Equator, which is 
the other imaginary line in the sky run- 
ning from East to West. The Celestial 
Equator is the projection of Earth's equa- 
tor into the sky and runs approximately 



through the middle of Orion, close to his 
belt. 

The brightest star Sirius in Canis Major 
together with Procyon (Canis minor) and 
the red Betelgeuse form our Summer 
Triangle, an equilateral triangle with 
horizontal base (Betelgeuse - Sirius) and 
apex (Procyon) pointing down. 

Full Moon is on 7 February and New 
Moon is on 22 February. 

It is now the last chance this Summer to 
observe the fuzzy speck next to the small 
Magellanic cloud called 47 Tuc. It is 
clearly visible using a pair of binoculars. 
It is the second brightest globular cluster 
and will take your breath away when 
seen through a telescope. 

In Summer we can also see beautiful 
open star clusters. In Taurus the Seven 
Sisters or Pleiades increase to 20 stars 
when viewed through a pair of binocu- 
lars. ("The sisters have brought all their 
friends for tea.") Search for M41 the hazy 
area in Canis Major not far from the 
bright Sirius and of course, then don't 
forget the Jewel Box the most colourful 
open cluster close to Becrux in the 
Southern Cross. 

Keep the stars in your eyes!

It has 
been proven that the jobs are short- to 
medium-term, and to begin to talk about 
diverting Orange River water sets off 
alarms on many fronts. 

In the closing paragraph he states that 
"The area earmarked for fracking repre- 
sents less than 1% of the total land area 
of the Karoo." 

That this is patent nonsense is clear from 
the map showing operator permits in the 
Karoo Basin available at the following 
site http://goo.gl/rIWGJ.

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No Factual Basis for Vermeulen's Statements on Fracking 



- Jonathan Deal - 

Having recently met Dr Danie Ver- 
meulen at the Institute of Ground- 
water Studies at the University of the 
Orange Free State, I am shocked at the 
degree of inaccuracy and speculation in 
his statements on fracking. Just as with 
the National Planning Commission 
(NPC), my view is that Dr Vermeulen's 
observations are premature, in that no 
one has established that shale gas is the 
correct choice for South Africa. It would 
appear that he has simply accepted, 
without question, the claims of Royal 
Dutch Shell that shale gas is the answer 
to South Africa's employment, energy 
and green house gas emissions. More- 
over, there is serious debate as to the 
size of shale gas reserves worldwide 
(estimates in Pennsylvania have, in 
2011, been slashed by 80%). 

To present South Africa as the fifth larg- 
est world field based on estimates by the 
same institutions does not contribute 
anything factual to this debate. Before 
anyone can make a case for exploration 
of this resource it is incumbent on our 
government to conduct a broad and me- 
ticulous investigation, followed by a 
thorough public participation process to 
decide if, we as a country, would be 
responsible in accepting the as-yet un- 
known environmental and infrastructure 
costs of this technology. 

With specific reference to Dr Ver- 
meulen's statements, it is trite to say 
that as a geohydrologist, he bears the 
responsibility of commenting and advis- 
ing on issues related to his specific field 
of expertise only. There is thus no 
precedent for Dr Vermeulen to advise 
and educate the public on matters re- 
lated to the economy or even estimates 
of gas reserves. In this context, even to 
the layman, his assumptions are disap- 
pointing and the facts on which his ar- 
gument is based are fraught with conjec- 
ture - not having been adequately evalu- 
ated by other scientists and experts in 
the South African context. 

Shale gas is a highly controversial and 



complex issue that requires time, effort 
and careful consideration before any con- 
clusion is reached. The current morato- 
rium, decried by Vermeulen, affords re- 
searchers and decision-makers (including 
the people of South Africa) the opportu- 
nity to properly investigate and understand 
this unfamiliar technology that would 
spread across much of our country. 

It is our contention as Treasure Karoo 
Action Group, TKAG that Dr Vermeulen 
is not in a position to forecast gas re- 
serves, nor comment on energy or clima- 
tology. The perception that shale gas 
would replace coal as an energy source in 
South Africa is probably incorrect and one 
could expect it to serve only as an addi- 
tional fossil fuel to our current energy 
mix. South Africa has various options for 
energy generation and all of these require 
careful strategic assessment as part of a 
meta-analysis. It is disingenuous to hail 
any one energy source, and especially one 
with the international bad reputation of 
shale gas, as being the answer. 



Specifically lacking from Dr Ver- 
meulen's overt support for shale gas is 
any reference to actual recorded pollut- 
ing incidents in other countries, nor ac- 
knowledgement of scientific data that 
point to a percentage of well casing fail- 
ure and possible migration of chemicals 
and gases in active or abandoned wells 
over time. In the main, the statements of 
Dr Vermeulen are so one-sided as to 
paint everything that he has had to say 
with a brush of incredulity.

Prince Albert's colourful rubbish 
bins celebrate historic events and 
personalities in the 250 years of the 
town. Three of the bins commemorate 
the British postal system's issuing of the 
first adhesive postage stamps in the early 
1840s, a period in the Victorian era 
which saw an explosion of experimenta- 
tion. 

The 'Penny Black' was the world's first 
adhesive postage stamp used in a public 
postal system. It came into use in the 
United Kingdom and Ireland on 6 May 
1840 and was used for little over a year 
as black cancellation marks were hard to 
see. Today a Penny Black would cost a 
stamp collector about R250 000. The 
'Penny Black' bin stands outside the Post 
Office on Church Street.

The 'Two Penny Blue' - standing out- 
side Watershed on the corner of 
Church and Luttig Streets - was the 
world's second official postage stamp, 
issued on 8 May 1840. 

The 'Penny Red' issued in 1841 suc- 
ceeded the Penny Black and remained 
in use until 1879. There were minor 
changes during that time period. Take 
a wander along Church Street to Karoo 
Kaleidoscope to view the fine repro- 
duction. 

All three stamps initially had to be cut 
from a printed sheet of 240 stamps - 
20 rows and 12 columns. One sheet of 
Penny Blacks was worth £1. 

The upper corners of each sheet had 
star-like designs, the lower corner con- 
tained letters designating the position 
of the stamp on the printed sheet. 

The stamps featured an easily recog- 
nisable profile of the 15-year-old for- 
mer Princess Victoria. It was thought 
that the image would be difficult to 
forge. 

Stamps were perforated for the first 
time in 1850, and perforations were 
officially adopted in 1 854. 

All British stamps today still bear a 
picture or silhouette of the monarch 
somewhere in the design and are the 
only postage stamps that do not name 
the country of origin leaving the mon- 
arch's image to symbolise the United 
Kingdom. 

The first stamp of the Union of South 
Africa was a 272-penny stamp issued 
on 4 November 1910. It portrayed the 
monarch, King George V and the arms 
of the four British colonies, which 
formed the Union: the Cape Colony, 
Natal, the Orange River Colony and 
the Transvaal.

As our Municipality celebrates 110 
years we look back to 12 February 
1902 when the first Mayor, Mr Pieter 
Kruypers Neethling, a local businessman, 
took office. He had been instrumental in 
the establishment of the municipality and 
was assisted in his responsibilities by 
eight other Councillors, three serving 
each ward: GE Boulton, J Combrink, SPS 
Luttig, Jan Luttig, Jan Haak, J Lotz, AP 
van Wyk and G Rossouw. There were 
just two municipal staff members: the 
Town Clerk, Mr JE Gericke, who also 
acted as Treasurer and a gentleman who 
conducted the clerical work. Mr Neeth- 
ling served four terms of various dura- 
tions as Mayor during the period 1902 to 
1915. In the Fransie Pienaar Museum you 
can see the table around which early 
Council meetings were held. 

Pieter Kruypers Neethling was born in 
Stellenbosch on 2 April 1848. He com- 
pleted his schooling at the Stellenbosch 
Gymnasium and by 1876 he was a suc- 
cessful farmer and businessman, living in

a property diagonally opposite the Swart- 
berg Hotel, where his granddaughter, Joyce 
Mostert, remembered him keeping Swiss 
goats. During the South African War (1899 
- 1902) he served as an officer in the Town 



Guard with Dr Mearns and Dr Stevenson 
and was appointed as Justice of the Peace 
while martial law was in force in the 
town. 

Besides his civic duties Mr Neethling was 
well known for his passion for farming. 
The Neethling peach bears the family 
name: this cultivar has a strong, yellow 
colour, an excellent taste, a juicy, firm 
texture and is ready to pick and enjoy in 
January. 

Mr Neethling died at Kruidfontein in his 
90' year and is buried in the de Beer 
graveyard. His granddaughter recorded 
the time and date of his death as 10.00am 
on 10.10.1937 and says that the clock on 
the NG Kerk stopped at exactly 10.00am 
on that day !

' hris van Zyl, well-known Prince 
'Albert hair stylist, has always had 
an eye for colour and fashion. But he has 
another love too ... French Poodles. 

The breed originated in 15' C Germany 
and was known as the Pudelhund (from 
the English puddle and the German 
meaning to splash about). The breed was 
standardized in France, where it was used 
as a water retriever. The "Poodle clip" 
helped them move efficiently through 
water, while the hair left on the body 
protected vital organs and joints suscepti- 
ble to cold. Their waterproof, non- 
shedding, coat comes in black, white, 
brown, blue, cream, silver, gray and apri- 
cot. 

But now there's a new colour on the 
block... red. And being a colourist him- 
self Chris wanted to find out more. He 
went onto the Internet, talked to South 
African breeders & judges and researched 
everything he could about the 'red' Poo- 
dle gene. 

Between early morning hair appoint- 
ments and late night surfing, Chris wore 
himself to a frazzle trying to find the 
right 'red.' Because, by now, he just had 
to have a red Toy Poodle for himself. 
Then he came across the American Gail 
Zamora 's Poodles website that promised, 
"Your new Zamora puppy will reflect 
quality you can be proud of. All pups are 



guaranteed and honestly represented." 

Chris immediately got in touch with Gail 
in Northern California and learnt she'd 
been raising Toy Poodles for over 30 
years.

"Gail and I kept in touch from the mo- 
ment she'd put him in the travel box in 
her lounge, to the moment I took him out 
of it at OR Tambo airport," says Chris. 

"Codi's is an all red pedigree on both 
sides, perhaps with an apricot here and 
there," Gail told me. And you'll find her 
Poodles all over the world, many of 
whom are champions, in China, Hong 
Kong, Japan, France, Canada, Argentina, 
Spain ... and now in South Africa! 

South African All-breeds judge and 
Chairperson of the Poodle Club, Fran 
Browning-Cristina, says, "There' ve al- 
ways been apricot Poodles but over the 
last few years breeders in America and 
Russia specifically have worked hard to 
deepen the apricot colouring... hence you 
now have reds. 

"It is very exciting to get another import 
to South Africa as importing is a very 
costly business," says Fran. "The import- 
ers of [Codi] are to be commended. We 
do need our gene pool to kept as wide as 
possible." 

So congratulations Chris. When Codi's 
fully matured, the ladies are sure to be 
lining up to make his acquaintance. And 
we look forward to seeing many Cham- 
pion Toy Poodles from your Kennels in 
the future !

rak gryp en die plante spuit sodra ons 'n 
wurmpie gewaar nie. Skoenlappers sal 
baie spoggerige skoutuine net een kyk 
gee en verbyvlieg, want die meeste van 
die tuine word gereeld bespuit met gifdo- 
der of die meeste van hierdie plante is 
uitheems. Om alleenlik plante met mooi 
blomme te plant om skoenlappers te lok 
is dus nie so doeltreffend nie. 

Voor ons wegspring en begin tuinmaak 
om skoenlappers te lok, moet ons eers 
doodseker maak dat ons inheemse plante 
kry. Dit help ook nie 'n mens kry 'n 
klomp plante wat inheems is aan Suid 
Afrika, maar dan glad nie in jou area 
groei nie. Skoenlappers sal nie myle ver 
vlieg om die een plantjie in jou tuin op te 
soek wat moontlik sy larva sal kan voed 
tot die dag wat dit reg is vir 'n papie nie. 
Die beste is om na jou plaaslike kwekery 
toe te gaan om meer uit te vind oor wat- 
ter plante in die area voorkom en geskik 
is vir skoenlappers. 

'n Baie bekende gesig wat die meeste 
van julle seker al gesien het, is die Melk- 
bosskoenlapper (African Monarch). Dit 
is 'n pragtige oranje en swart skoenlap- 
per wat reg oor Suid-Afrika voorkom. 
Hier in Prince Albert le hulle hul eiers op 
verskillende ghaap plante, soos soet 
ghaap en makghaap, asook Aasblomme 
en Lammerlat. Die ghaap is 'n baie 
eienaardige plant met die mooiste 
blomme, maar ongelukkig nie die lekker- 
ste reuk nie. Die blom word bestuif deur 
vliee. Moenie bekommerd wees nie, die 
blomme sal die vliee ten minste buite die 
huis hou.

ily owned fruit and veg shop in Johan- 
nesburg. My mom always had cabbages 
growing in the backyard for Caldo 
Verde which is a typical Portuguese 
soup made from kale, potatoes and 
chourico (spicy, pork sausage)." 

Zelia wanted a name for her stall that 



reflected her Portuguese heritage, 
"because most little towns in South Af- 
rica either have a 'Madeira Cafe' or a 
'Funchal Fish & Chips ' so this would be 
a first!" 

Originally Zelia and husband Anthony 
were farming ostriches and followed this 
feathered fowl to Ladismith in the Klein 
Karoo. They had never heard of Prince 
Albert and it was only when Anthony 
went for an interview at a local farm that 
"out of curiosity" they drove into 
Church Street. "We immediately fell in 
love with this quaint little town and the 
rest, as they say, is history! I was 
appointed the manager of the Tourism 
Office in December 2006, seven months 
after arriving here." 

Her stall has been in operation since 
2007 and not only does she sell fresh 
fruit and vegetables but also the popular 
Mrs B 's Peri Peri Sauce. Zelia' s mom 
entrusted her with this secret family rec- 
ipe and it' s proved to be a hot hit all year 
round ! 

She admits to being a "people person" 
and someone who recognizes the abun- 
dance and variety available in Prince 
Albert. In fact the things that Zelia 



enjoys most about the Saturday market are 
chatting with visitors about the town and 
all it has to offer, catching up with locals 
and being part of the community vibe. All 
her wares are sourced locally and she also 
markets for those with a product to sell 
but who don't want to run a stall them- 
selves. 

One of her many interesting clients was 
celebrity chef Reza Mohammad. The 
cameras were rolling and Reza was talk- 
ing to her at the stall. Suddenly Zelia' s 
cell phone rang with a client looking for 
fresh figs! Needless to say, they had to 
shoot the scene again. 

Most popular at the moment are fresh figs, 
assorted nuts, cherries, olive oil, jams, and 
more ... and Zelia' s homemade lemonade. 
But she also has people coming back for 
Mrs B's which is excellent value for 
money she says, "... because it's so hot 
you can only use a little at a time which 
means it lasts a long time!" Oh and not to 
forget the popular Moonlit Markets when 
Madeira Fruit & Veg does a roaring trade 
in Portuguese Prego Rolls !

Joachim Badenhorst played a wonder- 
fully evocative clarinet to a sold-out 
Jans Rautenbach Schouwburg theatre on 
the 28th of December, skilfully rendering 
a montage of Karoo sounds. 



Badenhorst teased out some of the most 
extraordinary tones we'd ever heard from 
the clarinet - as his mother Marijke, who 
introduced him, promised - displaying a 
tremendous range from improvisational 
jazz to a classical musicality. 

In one piece, he paid tribute to the 
Karoo, improvising an accompaniment to 
sound recordings he made in the sur- 
rounding veld, including the whistles of 
the wind and the bird cries that make 
such a poignant party of the sound land- 
scape of our town. 

The piece ended humorously, with Ba- 
denhorst improvising over a recording of 
a certain someone snoring, presumably 
during the summer afternoon nap so 
prized by Prince Albert residents. And in 
stark contrast to the moody composition, 
"Quiet Puffadder" and another reminis- 
cent of the blues that were also part of 
the evening's line-up. 



Evoking alternately a didgeridoo, flute, 
moog machine, a whisper and, of 
course, clarinet, Badenhorst charmed 
his audience with music that is perhaps 
distant cousin to jazz, but not quite a 
recognisable kin. 

As much storyteller as musician, his 
compositions were moody, playful, 
contemplative and always surprising. 

His 'mooi' song delivered as an encore 
underscored the flexibility and beauty 
of the clarinet, with its breathy and 
woody sound. 

Having a musician of Badenhorst' s 
quality in Prince Albert was a rare treat, 
hopefully to be repeated again soon.

There's a refreshing and salutary 
train of thought passing through the 
narrow blue corridor which perfectly 
houses the exhibition Marvellous World: 
it's playfulness. Powered by poetry and a 
subtle sensualism which snakes its way 
(literally) around the deep blue stairwell 
walls, bronze and mixed media works by 
four artist friends - all men - bring a new 
beauty to the Prince Albert Gallery. 



It's salutary that male artists in South 
Africa are able to transcend politics and 
egos to produce a poetic conversation in 
a confined space without actually having 
a blueprint or a plan. 

A warm spirit of collaboration laced with 
some edginess has produced a wonder- 
fully tight, must-see show. From Guy du 
Toit's cage-like bronzes, horse manure 
and thumbprints, via almost anthropo- 
logical bronze animal heads and an ex- 
traordinary snake by Sarel Petrus, to the 
elegantly spiralling volumes by Rich- 
ard John Forbes and Paul Coo- 
per's whimsical, mixed media figurines - 
an endless game is played out on and 
within the blue walls. 

The word art signifies "to be" - and this 
show is about beingness. Artists are test- 
ing their metal in the age-old technology 
of bronze casting and following the proc- 
ess, being in the moment and in the 
form. Stone (Forbes) and plastic (Cooper) 
complement du Toit's and Petrus' bronze 
material research. 

Their silent dialogue in this narrow corri- 
dor suits the expanse that is the Karoo, 
with its richness of language, stones 
and form. It feels like mining a deep vein 
- it is a show about the senses. 

Prince Albert is making quantum leaps in 
cultural terms. Is it wishful thinking to 
hope for more shows of such calibre 
during the celebrations in 2012?

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Diane McLean, an Icon of Karoo Art

i e Rust resident, Diane McLean, 
wants to expand her studio space, 
but is reluctant because of a pigeon nest- 
ing in the rafters. 



Di shares her home with the pigeon, 
seven cats, four dogs and a vet, which can 
also mean any number of stray or injured 
animals taking up residence. 

A rabbit makes an appearance on a small 
enamel plate in one of Di's careful, sensi- 
tive and beautiful small paintings of eve- 
ryday objects. Occasionally we see a bird 
or the pet of someone sitting for a portrait, 
all part of Di's closely-observed world. 

A painter for 30 years, Di began by study- 
ing and painting landscapes. She gradu- 
ally turned her acute gaze to the human 
figure, portraiture and still life. She works 
almost exclusively in oils - with the 
exception of the odd gouache on paper - 
and uses the largest collection of the 
smallest brushes I've ever seen. 

Initially interested in literature, she says 
she was virtually press-ganged into sign- 
ing on as a fine arts student at Rhodes by 
art lecturer Jos Nell (a friend of her 
father) after he'd seen her early drawings. 
Perhaps, though, it is her instinct for plot 
or story that helps make her work so 
accessible. 



Still life has been her predominant focus, 
where she works to "elevate common- 
place utilitarian objects to the status of art 
through the process of painting. 

"What interests me most about the enamel 
objects I paint is the very reason why they 
have been discarded in the first place: 
The evidence of wear and tear, the 
scratches, chips, stains and rust marks are 
not only proof of their long history of use, 
but they also provide an interesting sur- 
face texture which individualises each 
item, much as a human face ages and 
takes on the character of the person inhab- 
iting it," she says. 

"I see each new painting as a portrait of an 
individual object. Like a painter may use 
the same model over and over again in his 
work, I can paint the same bowl several 
times from different angles, thus revealing 
different aspects of the surface each time." 

As part of her narratives, frames play an 
important role. Made of wood stripped 
from demolished houses from the same 
era as the bowls and pitchers, she says she 
makes the frame first. "I allow the shape 
of the frame as well as its colour, to sug- 
gest to me what should be painted within, 
as my ultimate goal is to create an object 
in which the painting and the frame are 
integral to the work as a whole." 



She also enjoys playing with the concept of 
scale and refers to her bowls almost as per- 
sonalities: "Whereas the large bowls are 
monumental and have the effect of forcing 
the viewer to take them seriously, the small 
bowls somehow come across as more acces- 
sible and seem to work better in groups and 
as collections." 

Her interest in the story, background, con- 
text, extends from her still lifes to her land- 
scapes and nudes. 

Struggling at times to paint the 'vastness of 
a vista' she says, "I found my subject matter 
by using a focal point like a rock or an out- 
crop of some sort, or even a building, 
against which I was able to explore the sur- 
rounding space, whether it was land or 
sky." 

Discovering the "rows and rows of rocks 
receding into the distance" at the coastline 
of Tsitsikamma, Di says she found rocks 
very 'paintable'. "They had strong form, 
colour, texture, as well as a linearity which 
was exciting to translate into paint. This 
aspect is not dissimilar to the qualities I 
look for in my still lifes." 

Similarly, as she refined her aptitude for 
creating a likeness, the commissions she 
received for portraits often required her to 
"paint the sitter in his or her environment 
and to create a setting that enhanced the 
character of the person." 

For nudes, though, she says, "the body itself 
is subject enough, always changing depend- 
ing on the light, the pose, and countless 
other factors. However, in what I regard as 
my most successful works I have integrated 
the figure and the setting so that one is as 
important as the other and neither can be 
done without." 

Over the years, though growing in profi- 
ciency, her technique has remained consis- 
tent. "It's the way I look at things that is 
gradually evolving. The use of the digital 
camera and computer is probably the most 
radical development I have adopted." 

McLean has been gradually building 
a formidable reputation, helped by her gal- 
lery in De Rust and her works appearing in 
ours. Her artistic authenticity and accessible 
style have helped establish her as an icon of 
Karoo art. 
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Community Police Forum AGM

There were just 39 attendees at the 
recent AGM of the Community 
Police Forum (CPF). Most were repre- 
sentatives of community-based organisa- 
tions and included schools, the police, 
churches, ratepayers, business members 
and the Municipality. It was heartening 
to see that Mayor Lottering and Council- 
lors Jaftha and Bower attended. Another 
feather in the CPF's cap was that Ms 
Nomahlubi Mgijima, the manager for 
Community Police Relations at the West- 
ern Cape's Department of Community 
Safety, travelled from Cape Town for the 
meeting. 

Sadly, there were few representatives 
from the tourism sector or from those 
who have been calling for help regarding 
street children. This would have been the 
ideal forum in which to discuss the prob- 
lems of crime and the impact it has on 
residents and visitors. 

The current CPF Executive Committee is 
headed by new Chairperson, Linda 
Jaquet, and includes John Brits, Capt. 
David Claassen, Rachel Roberts, Mi- 
chelle May, Pastor Izaks, Constable Vyn- 
zell Meyer and Dave Rennie. The Chair- 
person's Report noted that there had been 



some progress in the Forum but that, 
'Alcohol abuse continues to be the main 
contributor to crime in Prince Albert and is 
the reason for the high level of contact 
crimes - assault GBH and domestic vio- 
lence in particular." Dagga, Mandrax and 
tik are still the local drugs of choice. 

Community meetings were not well at- 
tended in 20 1 1 and a lack of funding had 
hampered progress. However, the 
Neighbourhood Watch run by John Brits 
had five trained members and provided a 
valuable presence during the Olive Festival 
and the Christmas season. It was hoped 
that increased funding in 2012 would give 
a boost to their morale and would assist in 
recruiting more members throughout the 
town. The Chair thanked Captain Claassen 
and the Prince Albert Police for their co- 
operation and their "dedicated and profes- 
sional service to our community." 

The fact that the good relationship between 
the police and the municipality does not 
extend to the rest of the justice system is 
worrying. Interaction with the local Depart- 
ment of Justice was minimal during the 
year under review and the CPF would work 
hard to improve the situation. The commu- 
nity's perception that the conviction rate 
was low was also of concern. Police morale 
was at risk because, having put in many

hours on a case, their efforts were 
brought down by a failure to prosecute 
and endless court postponements. Dave 
Rennie, who chairs the Beaufort West 
Police Forum Cluster, had raised the 
matter with senior officials in the Depart- 
ment of Justice and was awaiting a 
response. 

Similarly, in cases of domestic violence, 
victims often withdraw their complaints, 
creating repeat offenders who go unpun- 
ished and take up police resources. 

The outlook for 2012 is positive and in- 
cludes widening membership, extending 
Neighbourhood Watch patrols, getting 
young people involved, improving com- 
munication between member organisa- 
tions and marketing the benefits of the 
CPF to ratepayers and residents. The 
Victim Support Unit which quietly 
makes an invaluable contribution has 
eleven members and will be encouraging 
more residents to become involved. In 
addition to regular support to victims of 
crime, the Unit is already active with the 
South African Social Services Agency 
(SASSA) in assisting children who do 
not benefit from their social grants. 

The curse of alcohol abuse and all that 
goes with it - dysfunctional families, 
early school dropouts, child neglect, pov- 
erty, violence in the home and teenage 
pregnancies remain priorities. 

Captain Claassen reported on behalf of 
the SAPS and assured the CPF of their 
support. He said that the healthy, work- 
ing relationship was of great value to the 
community. The meeting observed a 
minute of silence for the late Constable 
Daniel Letsolo, who passed away before 
Christmas after a lengthy illness. 

Ms Mgijima said that she was impressed 
by the attendance of the meeting and the 
issues raised from the floor. She gave her 
full encouragement for Prince Albert's 
CPF, reminding them that funding was 
dependent on a focused, sustainable ap- 
proach. She finished on a positive note 
saying, "With the obvious enthusiasm of 
residents already involved in the CPF, 
the community can be optimistic about 
the future of the Forum."
